The Primary school has again this year been under the 
direction of Miss Ethelyn Tuttle, from the State Normal 
School. Familarity with the pupils and experience has tended 
towards a successful year and good work has been accom- 
plished. Large classes have been promoted and this depart- 
ment is smaller than for several vears past,

REPORT OF THE TOWN DIS- 
TRICGT SCHOOL BOARD. 


The schoels in the Town district during the past vear have 
been under the charge of conscientious, hard working teachers, 
and a good degree of advancement has been made. We _ fear 
there has been a lack of thoroughness in a few cases and 
- would recommend that a system of uniform examinations be 
introduced so that classes who are doing nearly the same 
- work in the different schools could be put into some sort of 
communication. 


In school No. 2, aiso No. 3 and No. 4, the average member- 
ship has been considerably below the whole number of scholars. 
This has been caused by a number of families moving into 
town after the beginning of the school year. A number of. pu- 
pils from the Centre school attended a few weeks at No. 11 
during a vacation of the school, causing a_ similar condition 
there. Weare awarethat there has been considerable. sick- 
ness among the children of our town the past year, but we 
fear that the difference between the average membership and 
average attendance in some of the schools is greater than it 
should be. We wish to impress on the minds of the  purents, 
as well as the children, the fact that the trequent absence of 
even a few pupils interferes seriously with the work of the 
whole school and that pupils who are frequently absent fail to 
secure the henetit of the time they do attend. 
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We have lengthened the school year somewhat and we 
think that if the voters of the district will raise a suitable re- 
pair fund so that the board will not be obliged to use school 
money tor repairs the present standard, of twenty three weeks, 
can be continued. 

We have been obliged to keep eleven school houses in re- 
pair the past year with the magnihcént sum of fifteen dollars. 

The scholars in No. 4 were carried to No. 3 sixteen weeks. 
At the end of that time it was thought that a winter term of 
eight weeks could be profitably maintained at school house 
No. 4. 

The Jeuness children were sent to Centre Harbor as usual.
